IRRIGATION. 


[From Surveyor General Hatch's Report 1

process of irrigation is not expensive. 
The preparation for irrigation is attend- 
«d with more or less expense, but when 
•one* the ditches arc completed, and. th« 
water right secured, no farther expense 
is necessary. One man, having become 
expert in the business, can alone irri- 
gate 160 acres. Water for irrigation 
purposes, may be had from springs, 
•mail streams and artesian wells, but 
the greater portion of the water used 
for irrigating is taken from the rivers. 
Usually a number |of farmers unite in 
the work of constructing a ditch, each 
having the right to take a portion ol the 
water, according to the amount of labor 
or money he has contributed to the con- 
struction of the ditch. The water is 
taken from the main ditoh through a 
gauge which permits the flow of the 
number of "inches" to which each 
member of the company is entitled, 
One inch to the acre is considered suffi- 
cient for new ground; that is, when the 
BOW crop is put in. The rule also holds 
good for the amount of water necessary 
to irrigate a field of potatoes, corn or 
vegetables; grain requiring less water 
than vegetables, and alfalfa less than 
natural meadow grass, which latter re- 
quires fully an inch to the acre during 
the growing season. An inch of wate 
is the amount that would ran througl 
«n aperture one inch square, with a 
head or pressure of water four inche 
high, the width varying according to th 
amount of water required. The wate 
is left running through these gauge 
during the irrigating season, from Apri 
to September or October, and is used 
on the field when needed, say one day 
in a week or ten days. 'When one por 
tion of the field has had its proper wet 
ting, the water is turned on to anothei 
portion until the whole field is goni 
over. When not needed in the field i 
is allowod to run into side ditches, or 
waste ditches, as they are termed, which 
returns the water to the stream or other 
channel, when, perhaps, it is again 
taken up and used by parties below 
Whatever 
objection 
may be urgec 


against irrigation, one fact should be 
borne in mind: As long as water runs in 
the ditches, no crop need to fail from 
drouth. 
The certainty of a crop is one 


of the delights of the Nevada farmer 
As has been stated, the sagebrush lands 
are the best for farming. The land is 
easily cleaned of brush. In the month 
of August large tracts may be readilL 
cleared, simply by applying file to the 
brush as they stand. A slight breeze a 
the time of firing is required to do the 
work successfully. 
At other times i 


may be necessary to grub out a strip o: 
sagebrush, throwing the loose brush on 
to a corresponding strip of standing 
brush beside the strip grubbed out, anc 
then, by firitig, the entire row or strip 
burns to the ground, and, ia fact, into 
the ground, as the fire even consumes 
the roots for six or eight inches; that is 
if the ground is perfectly dry at the 
time. The roots of sagebrush are not 
lengthy, and are brittle; are easily 
broken by the plow. They give bul 
little trouble during the first year, and 
none afterward. 


Feucts are sometimes made of sage- 


brush alone, but they are not safe in 
the dry season, as they are liable to be 
consumed by fire. A ditch and brush 
fence is often made by digging the ditch 
and throwing the dirt on to alternate 
layers of brush beside the ditch. 
This 


mode of fencing is safer than using the 
brush alone, and will last several years 
The ditches beside the fence can be 
used for water ditches during the irri- 
gating season. The wire fence is the 
cheapest and best, when a large amount 
of fencing is to be done. Lumber is 
used to a considerablo extent for fenc- 
ing, near the lumber-producing locality, 
where it is cheap and convenient.

It is not enough to say that 
DO pernicious legislation is being en- 
acted; the tax-burdeuad people want 
relief. They want every dollar of use- 
less expenses saved."

THE LE«ISLATUKK.

All of the members of both 
Houses from Eureka are attentive to 
their duties, and each in his way is sure 
of doing good work for tha people. 


The Senate can boast of no ambitious 


orators, but most of the Senators make 
plain, direct, common sense statements 
whenever they have occasion to address 
the Senate, that are to the purpose and 
consume 
no 
time 
unnecessarily. 


Amongst the holdovers are several who 
have bad a great deal of experience iu 
public affairs. 


Senators Hobart and Schooling were 


State officers for several years, and both 
rendered valuable services to the State, 
and both quit office without a suspicion 
of wrong-doing having been attached to 
them. Senator Hobart was a Senator 
from Lander county in the first Legis- 
lature that assembled in this State after 
Nevada was admitted into the Union, 
and framed our Revenue law. 
And the 


fact that it has never been changed ma- 
terially in the seventeen years that it 
has been on the Statute book, is a high 
compliment to the Senator. 


Amongst the most quiet and unobtru- 


sive members of the Senate is Senator 
Williams, of Nye, but under jthat quiet 
exterior lurks sturdy honesty and inde- 
pendence, To Senator Williams more 
than any other man belongs the honor 
of giving us the only legislation worth 
the name to chock the greed of the rail- 
roads.

Fine Copper Specimens. 


The Enterprise has bean shown some 


fine specimens of native copper, which 
were brought from Pyramid lake by 
Carl Peterson. Mr. Peterson says he 
obtained the specimens from fishermen 
at the lake, who told him that they got 
them from surface rock in a ravine near 
the north shore, near a place where 
they often camp wLen the wind blows 
heavily from the west or south. The 
specimens are iu the shape of oak 
leaves, aud so thin as to be easily bent. 
One specimen is in the shapo of a bu't- 
terfly. The copper, though apparently 
quite pure, is unusually red in color. 
The men who found the specimens told 
Mr. Peterson that there appeared to be 
no vein. They found the copper "al- 
most any where," as they saM, in the 
seams and^-^ten places iu a greenish- 
looking -^^ At the time of the In- 
dian wCT^B the Spring of 1860, the 
soldiers brJRJU back many handsome 
specimens of native copper, which they 
said thffy found 
n<>ru Pyramid Lake. 


They probably procured them from the 
same Alaoe whence came those given to 
Mr. /eterson by the fishermen.

"My duties are," said .the. Special 


Agent, taking the ou«, "to see that the 
>rovisious of the Act are enforced, and 
'specially to see hat the regulations 
or the transit of Chinese across the 
Inited States are understood and put 
nto practice." 


"Do you not apprehend that your po- 
ition will be a difficult one?" 


"Well, "answered Colonel Wasson, "it 


will be one in which I shall have to de- 
>end largely upon the co-operation of 
be people of this coast and that of the 
Custom-house officials. It will be one 
which will require constant attention 


, ad vigilance, but I cannot see that it 
i will he u difficult one—-if you mean dif- 
ficult iu the light of keeping the Chi- 
nese out of the country." 


AN OPPOBTtJNITT FOB ABUSE. 


"That, however," said the reporter, 


"is just eiactly what I do mean. May 
I ask if you have read the last circular 
from the Treasury Department contain- 
ing Attorney-G»ner»l Brewster's opin- 
ion?" 


'I have not received the circular yet," 


replied the Colonel, "but I hava read 
the telegraphic transcript published in 
' the papers of the 23d, although I cannot 
say I have carefully studied the docu- 
ment." 


"Allow me then," said the reporter, 


"to descend from the general to the 
particular. The first regulation pro- 
vides that when a Chinese laborer pre- 
sents himself to the Chinese Consul at 
the port of landing, the Cousul shall 
furnish him with u descriptive certifi- 
cate, containing also the place at which 
ha is to le«ve the United States, and 
that this shall be considered as prima 
facie evidence that such Chinaman in- 
tends strictly to pass through and not 
remain iu the country. 
Would you 


call that a loose or a stringent provis- 
ion?" 


"Well," replied the Special Agent, 


after some little reflection, "I oertamly 
consider that the cousnlur certificate 
might be abused; and, perhaps, did I 
not hold the position I do, I might 
apeak u little more plainly ou tha s>ub- 
jact. But pass ou to the second regula- 
tion." 


POINTS WELL TAKEN. 


"That," said the reporter, "is simply 


that a through ticket, exhibited to and 
Terifisd by the Collector, shall be con- 
sidered competent proof that the holder 
intends only to pass through the coun- 
try.

"By it bodies of laborers passing 


through the country iu charge of an 
ugent must be sworn to as transients by 
such agent, and these affidavits will be 
received by the Collector as proof of 
transiency in hen of a consular oartifi- 
cate or through ticket. 
Would you im- 


agine, Colonel Wasson, that this would 
prevent an agent who wanted laborers 
swearing that tha gang under his charge 
wereil-ruusients, nnd then dropping chera 
at whatever points along the line he 
chose?" 


"No." said that gentleman, "I can- 


not see that it would; although, of 
course, it must be remembered that the 
punishment for breaking the law is se- 
vere, and that every one will have an 
lutereat in sueing that uo ouo breaks it 
with impunity. 
As I said before, the 


co-operation of the people of this coast 
is something that I shall have to rely 
upon." 


THK BAILBOABS SUBS OF CHINESE. 


"Do you think, sir, that the railroTd 


company will co-operate with you, or 
that if they want laborers they will not 
import them by the wholesale, furnish 
them with through tickets, and then 


.quietly debark them at a score of differ- 
ent points ?" 


To this query the special, agent was 
•ilent, contenting himself with a dubi- 
ous shako of the head. "I begin," he 
•aid at lenght, "te M* t*at my position 
may be a difficult one, but if my labors 
here only serve ta show that the Attor- 
ney-O*ueral's interpretation of the Act 
means its nullification, my appointment 
will not have been in vain. On this the 
people of the ooaat may rely; also, that 
I shall do my utmost to further their in- 
terests; that I shall use all the means at 
my command to enforce the Restriction 
Act; that, personally, I shall practice 
vigilance and watchfulness, and that if 
I find the recent regulations ; have 
opened a loophole through which the 
Chinese may crawl I shall report the 
matter in the plainest manner to the de- 
partment, and recommend its being 
speedily and securely closed up."
